A POLITICAL EVENT. 

This is not it political paper, anil in 
I lie present article vve wish simply to 
satisfy a natural desire on tin- part of 
those interested in the State, and 
t hinking of coining here, as to iuipor- 


t ant enndit ions under which they must 
live here. Theeondit ions affecting.the 
government of the Stale necessarily 
have'tt direct mid constant influence 
upon I lie peace and prosperil y of every 
one in it, and therefore it liecoiiies a 
mat tut of t |»e ureal est concern to all 
that olir government should lie good 
and efficient. and should have the 
cheerful acquiescence and support of 
t he citizens of all classes, wId' ll is nee 
cssary to the efficiency of any form of 
popular I’ovenifiient. 'I’he event to 
which we call at tent mu Is f lie ~Ht/lfe 
t onv eut ion of t lie repnhlie/ins of Flbr- 
ida. held at I'lllatka last 'I’nesdiiy. 
Such coutlictiiiu accounts of it have' 
heen pnhlislied m various papers that 
t In- impressions of ail eye-wit ness may 
not lie without interest to those who 
are not content with the ordinary 
newspaper reports, colored more or 
less deeply 1 hy a desire to satisfy the 
political prejudices of their readers. 

First of all we mil ice a ffagrant alatse 
of t lie public conlidcnce in newspapers, 
as faithful reporters of the events 
of t he day, on tlie part of the 7'/me,s- 
f ii inn. of .lacksonv ille, w liich in main 
respect's just |y claims to lie t Im lead mu 
paper of the State. Whatever opin¬ 
ions or coimneiils a paper may see lit 
to publish editorially, the puhlie hasii 
fifth I to expect that its news columns 
will present the simple facts concern 
inu import ant events as a basis for 
individtial juduuient,a test from w hich 
no honest edi.tor shrinks in expressinu 
Ins views. Thenhove paper, however, 
presented its readers with an aiTomti 
of t lie convent ion, which no special or. 
whatever Ins political views, would 
hesitate to pronounce knowingly and 
maliciously false. The reports of 
other papers, so far as we have seen' 
llicin, were as eorreet as r"porls of 
siieh gatherings usually are,and there 
lore need no eoiimieiit here. 

The impression first produced upon 
one familiar with the scenes at l end mu 
I lie collect ion of a largy gathering of 
men in a town, for any purpose, would 
naturally have been, that soinetldnu 
of real interest and weight engrossed 


the at tent ion of t he t rowds upon t he 
streets, as well as those about the 
hotels and places of meeting. So far 
as we heard or saw. the police had no 
occasion to take any part in the 
events of t lie day, except to occasion 
ally remind a crowd to keep a passage 
open on the sidewalk, and this was 
quickly yielded. The brass hand and 
drunkcimess described by the 77/w.s- 
Union mdst have grown out of vapors 
confusing l he brain of the writer, for 
certainly they. had no foundation in 
faet The crowd waited for t he doors 
t.p Open and entered the hall with 
more patience and good order than 
usually attends the opening of aTirst 
class t heater. and t lie proceedings were 
reiiiarkahly free trom disordi r or acri¬ 
mony, such as too often mars sndli 
assemblies', The actual working time 
of the Slate and hist rut conventions 
together. exclinling recesses for meals 
and interv al het wren t he t wi; enliven 
turns, was a little' over seven hours', 
and in that I inn* temporary and per¬ 
manent organi/al ions for both were 
elicited, credentials passed upon, 
.a new Slate Committee appointed. 

• icMolut ions hit rodiiced and dismissed, 
a large iiumhc|- of eandidates nomm 
ated and eulogized by theii friends, 
and ^from them eiuhl delegates and 
eight alternates.''and four president ml 
clix'lors, chosen hy t|fe conventions 
ll v ill certainly he apparent that little 
time was wilsteil, espeeinllly when it is 
known that no slate had been pre¬ 
pared hy anybody, and nothing done 
in advance, except for the friends of 
each candidate to canvass in his m- 
l crest. 

The significance of all this 'to t lie 
public in general, aside from anv ques¬ 
tion of political preference for one 
parly or the oilier, is that the repu-h, 
.bean party, and especially the colored 
element. w hich was largely represented 
ill- ihe convent ion and took an aciiw 
part there, is not an element of dis¬ 
order and misrule or iiisnhordimit ion. 
as js often charged and too easily be¬
